“I am fourteen and I go with a 
nice crowd at school. We have 
parties at one another’s houses, 
at which we play kissing games.

A group of high school boy s 
and girls surely should have more 
originality and ingenuity than this 
confining themselves to kissing 
games would indicate.

The biggest danger facing ihe Am erican people 
today is that the President will sta rt to conv oy 
A m erican w ar m aterial to England. 
This, of cou rse, w ill lead to attack s by the Ax is 
powers. They , of cou rse, will hav e a perfect right 
to sink any of ou r ships conv oy ing w ar m aterial. 
This will tend to cau se Am erican people to be­ 
come ex cited and w ant to enter the w ar. 
It is 
necessary -, in order to keep ou t of foreign w ars, 
th at we do not conv oy w ar m aterials. The way 
to prev ent conv oy ing w ar m aterials is to per­ 
su ade Congress th a t the v oters do not wish to 
hav e th eir sons killed in foreign w ars as a resu lt 
of the President leading u s into conv oy s. 


The best mode of procedu re a t present is for 
each indiv idu al who desires to keep u s ou t of w ar, 
to w rite to Congressm an H arry Sheppard and 
Senators Sheridan Downey and H iram Johnson 
requ esting that Congress pass resolu tions and go 
on record as opposed to conv oy s. This might stop 
the P resident from taking this w a r step. 


When w-e hav e civ il w ar in ou r own cou ntry 
and ou r largest m anu factu ring plant is not able 
to operate becau se we are not able to preserv e 
peace, it ill-behoov es the A m erican people to 
attem pt to establish peace and order throu ghou t | 
the world. We can do more by ex am ple in pro­ 
m oting peace and harm ony and prosperity in ou r 
own cou ntry than w'e can by attem pting to edu - j 
cate the rest of the w orld by the sword. 


OUR MODERN M ILLENNIALISTS 
W’hat we are su ffering from today more than 
any thing else is m illennialists—men who believ e 
that, if com petition w ere done aw ay with, all ou r 
problem s wou ld be solv ed. At least th at is the 
w ay they act, ju dging from th eir adv ocacy of 
su ch things as collectiv e bargaining, minimu m 
w age laws, etcetera. 
This belief in m illennialism 
is well ex pressed by C hristopher Dawson in his 
book. “Progress and Religion.” C hristopher D aw ­ 
son is an Englism an and has w ritten ex tensiv ely 
lor the Catholic press. His book, “Progress and 
Religion,” is one of the Catholic m asterpieces and 
otherwise known as an historical enqu iry '. 
The 
book was w ritten in 19 38 , so it is relativ ely a 
new book. Mr. Dawson is endeav oring to ex plain 
the absu rd position taken by socialists. He refers 
to F ou rier who, it w ill be rem em bered, was a 
strong F rench socialist in the E ighteenth Centu ry . 
We qu ote: 


“For according to F ou rier all the present ev ils 
of the m aterial world are bou nd u p w ith ou r de­ 
fectiv e social arrangem ents. N atu re is bad, be­ 
cau se m an is bad. As soon as the new social order 
of the F ou rierist gospel is introdu ced, the earth 
will be transform ed. 
The w aters of the ocean 
w ill change to lemonade, and the u seless and u gly 
m arine m onsters, which are the im ages of ou r 
own passions, will be replaced by u sefu l and agree­ 
able creatu res. H u m an life will be ex tended to 
three or fou r centu ries, and there w ill be thirty - 
sev en million poets equ al to H om er, and thirty - 
sev en m illion philosophers like N ew ton.” 


Ju dging from the law s which Roosev elt, “M a” 
Perkins and Gov ernor Olson hav e been adv ocating, 
they believ e th at if com petition is elim inated and 
they hav e the right to direct all things to su it 
th eir changeable will, then, in the U nited States, 
we will hav e 130 m illion poets equ al to Hom er 
and 130 m illion philosophers like N ewton; and 
the ocean, instead of being transform ed to lem ­ 
onade will be transform ed to cham pagne. 
Mr. D awson's book, “Progress and Religion” is 
a thou ght-prov oking stu dy bu t, u nless the reader 
is prepared to make a thou ghtfu l stu dy of dev el­ 
opm ent of mankind, he had better not u ndertake 
the reading of this m asterpiece. 


TARIFFIS TS AND UNION LABORERS 
THINK ALIKE 


E v ery tariffist u ses the same kind of reasoning, 
or ra th e r lack of reasoning, th a t is u sed by la ­ 
bor u nionists. 
They contend th at labor in A m er­ 
ica cannot compete w ith foreign cheap labor. 
T heir contention wou ld be tru e if high wages 
w ere a resu lt of a wish, or collectiv e bargaining, 
or a law. 
Bu t high w age lev els cannot be changed 
one iota by any of these methods. H igh wages are 
the resu lt of a cau se. 
They alw ay s follow as re ­ 
su lts of certain conditions. 
They nev er happen 
w ithou t an adequ ate cau se. 
If good wages w ere the resu lt of wishes, or 
collectiv e bargaining, and if wages in foreign na­ 
tions w’ere low' becau se of lack of goodwill or col­ 
lectiv e bargaining, then tariffs wou ld be necessary 
to protect the w orkers. 
B u t wages are not the resu lt of this w ishfu l 
thinking. 
So tariffs are not necessary to protect 
ou r w orking men against low wages in other cou n­ 
tries. 
If this theory be tru e, if the tariffists and 
the u nionists are consistent, then they shou ld be 
opposed to ev ery thing th a t is produ ced by m a­ 
chines in other cou ntries entering this cou ntry . 
W hat the tariffists and the labor u nionists fail to 
u nderstand is, th a t the things w hich are pro 
; du ced at a low cost benefit the consu m er. These 


j benefits are spread ou t to so m any people th a t 
! they are not as apparent as when the benefits are 
| concentrated in a sm all grou p. T ariffs and collect­ 
iv e bargaining wages benefit only a minority . 
Rea l Ca u se o f Go o d Wa g es 
Good w ages are 
the resu lt 
of 
su ch 
things 
as efficient tools, skill, accu m u lated knowledge, 
a large m arket, div ision of labor, access to natu ral 
resou rces, plu s a gov ernm ent th a t protects ev ery 
m an so th a t he receiv es the fru its of his labor. 
The lack of any one of these adv antages m ight 
prev ent w ages from being high, bu t the combina 
tion of all of them insu res a constantly increasing 
w age lev el, as new knowledge is acqu ired. 
T ariffs and collectiv e bargaining, instead of 
helping raise the w age lev els of w orkers, g reat 
ly redu ce them. 
This is tru e becau se they in­ 
terfere w ith the free and natu ral div ision of la ­ 
bor. 
In the case of tariffs, it tak es an arm y of 
men to police the borders of states. 
In case of 
labor u nions, it takes a lot of agents who are non­ 
produ ctiv e, who interfe re w ith m en hav ing the 
righ t to learn trades and do the w ork they are 
best fitted to do, thu s g reatly redu cing produ ction. 
The qu estion of prosperity and peace and lack 
of w ars w ill not be solv ed u ntil m ore people u n­ 
derstand the fu ndam ental cau ses th a t increase 
wages. 
B u t the tariffists and the labor u nionists 
will hav e to be enlightened on these su bjects u n­ 
der ou r dem ocratic form of gov ernm ent before we 
re-establish free enterprise and resu m e the con­ 
stantly increasing w age lev els th a t we had for a 
hu ndred y ears prior to 19 30. 
‘It is a big problem , bu t when people get sick 
enou gh, or become poor enou gh, old m other ne­ 
cessity will, sooner or later, cau se th em to do some 
thinking. Howev er, we m u st not adopt a defeatist 
attitu d e and say “w h at is the u se”. 
We m u st 
constantly try in ev ery way , personally and col­ 
lectiv ely , to hav e m ore people u nderstand these 
fu ndam ental principles of hu m an liberty and in­ 
div idu al endeav or.
